Cultural  Directions. 

Open  your  packages  of  Glads  as  soon  as  received  to 
allow  air  to  circulate  through  them,  and  place  in  a  cool 
cellar  until  planting  time. 

Glads  may  be  planted  as  soon  as  danger  of  frost  is 
past,  and  may  be  planted  at  intervals  of  several  weeks 
until  July  1,  thus  furnishing  a  succession  of  blooms  un¬ 
til  late  in  the  fall. 

Any  good  garden  soil  will  grow  fine  Glads.  Never 
use  fresh  manure  at  planting  time.  Any  good  potato 
fertilizer  will  give  good  results  on  almost  any  kind  of 
ground,  however  I  would  advise  you  to  get  in  touch 
with  your  County  Agent  concerning  what  fertilizer  is 
best  for  your  particular  soil. 

Spade  the  soil  deep  and  pulverize  thoroughly.  Bulbs 
can  be  planted  four  inches  deep  and  over  in  mellow 
soils,  and  four  to  eight  inches  apart  in  the  row. 

Keep  the  soil  well  worked  in  the  rows  and  keep  all 
weeds  down.  In  a  dry  season  water  the  Glads  once  a 
week,  and  give  them  a  real  soaking.  Stir  the  ground 
the  next  forenoon,  if  dry  enough,  but  never  while  it  is 
wet. 

For  cut  flowers,  cut  the  spike  when  the  first  bloom  op¬ 
ens.  Always  leave,  at  least,  four  leaves  on  the  plant  to 
mature  the  bulb.  When  the  leaves  turn  brown  in  the 
fall,  lift  the  bulbs  and  cut  the  tops  off  close  to  the  bulb. 
Leave  in  the  sunshine  two  or  three  days,  or  in  a  well 
ventilated  building,  to  cure.  Then  store  in  a  cool,  dry 
cellar.  Several  weeks  later  you  can  remove  the  bulblets, 
roots  and  the  old  bulb  easily  and  store  away  the  cleaned 
bulbs  in  boxes  not  over  four  inches  deep. 

Always  be  careful  in  labeling  your  bulbs  when  you 
plant  and  store  them.
